Manuel Mayo, a Chilean newspaper man who has a record of pro-Argentine 
aympathy and action for many years, talked with Franklin Zamorapo in 
Santiago and proposed that he aecompany a delegation to the mining 
c ongr ess at Cordoba as a repre sentative of the Chilean miners. Despite 
Zamorano ' s protest that he was a journalist and not a miner, he was 
urged to aceept and finally did so. Mayo tQok Zamorano to the Argentině 
Bnbassy in Santiago, where Nestor Lima Quintana provided him with passage 
to Buenos Aires on Aereolineas Argentinas and a letter of introduction 
to Oomandante Guillermó Solveyra Casares, important officer in the Oficina 
de Control del E stádo, Argentině presidential intelligence agency. The 
letter reportedly described Zamorano as a great Chilean nationalist of 
complete confidence. On 6 May Zamorano and Ramon Gonzalez Letelier, of 
Monjitas 665, Santiago, departed řrom the airport at Santiago. Gonzalez 
also had a letter of introduction to Ccsmandante Solveyra Casares, in 
Which the Comandante was requested to obtain a personál interview for 
Gonzalez with Peron.

J. Rodriguez and Elias Strubbia, Argentines., with whom Gonzaiez and Zamorano 
attended the mining congress at Cordoba on 10 May.
